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Forest Fire 
Control Center 
Fights Flames 


FH EApouarters FOR the never-ending 
war against forest fires is now the new 
Forest Service Depot, located on the edge of 
Edmonton’s Industrial Airport, and housing the 
Protection and Construction Sections of the 
Alberta Forest Service. 

The new building is especially designed as a 
control centre from which the Forest Protection 
Section can distribute its forces in the air and 
on the ground to those areas which have the 
greatest need. A situation table, constantly up- 
dated, reveals to fire control officials the location 
and strength of fire-fighting crews and material 
throughout the forested areas. Fire hazard maps 
present an accurate picture of conditions in each 
forest region and provide advance warning as 
to where fire may strike. Utilizing these two 
facilities, Fire Control Officers are able to move 
equipment and personnel to threatened areas 
before the danger becomes acute. 

The location of the Forest Service Depot was 
chosen to allow easy access to aircraft. From here, 
the Service’s fleet of six aircraft (three fixed-wing 
and three helicopters) is dispersed to those areas 
where it is required for transport and patrol work. 
This is also the control centre for the 22 leased 
aircraft used by the section, including two trans- 
ports, three patrol planes, eight waterbombers, 
five helicopters and four “bird dogs” (light planes 
used to direct waterbombers to their targets). 
The Protection Section also leases additional air- 
craft and specialized equipment as required. 


A communications centre in the Depot utilizes 
both radio and teletype to maintain contact with 
all forestry offices, ranger stations, lookout towers 
and aircraft. Radio is used for short range com- 
munication with planes in the Edmonton area. 
The main communication link is by teletype to 
the eleven forestry regional offices, which keep 
in touch with local fire control centres by radio. 

To help maintain knowledge of fire conditions 
in all of Alberta’s forests, the Protection Section’s 
weather office acts as liaison with the Dominion 
Weather Bureau and gathers twice-daily reports

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Increase Fees for Serving 
On Juries or on Court Duties 


ITNESSES, JURORS and interpreters in Alberta provincial courts 
will receive increased fees and expenses under new regulations 
announced by the Department of the Attorney-General. 


Witnesses other than professional witnesses now receive $10 per 
day. They formerly received $6 per day, except witnesses appearing for 
summary convictions who received $4 per day, providing there was no 
provision for costs in the judgment. Professional witnesses fees were 


raised from $15 to $25 per day. 


All witnesses who do not reside at the place of the trial are , 
living expenses of $12 per day, double the former figure, and are 
the cost of meals not to exceed $2 per meal, up from $1.25. 

Witnesses travelling to and from the place of the trial are 
the actual fare, or, if public transportation is not available, 13 
mile, up three cents per mile. Previously, there were no subsiste; 
travel allowances for witnesses in summary conviction courts. Th, 
and travel allowances also apply to jurors and interpreters. Jurors 4, 
will receive a fee of $10 per day. 

All interpreters will be allowed $15 for each half day 
engaged, an increase from $5. 

In special cases the Attorney-General may revise the all 
Fees to jurors are also subject to increase by the presiding judg. 
to the length of the trial or other special circumstances.

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Film Portrays 


For Study Use 


T# DEPARTMENT of Highways, Bridge 
Branch, in conjunction with the Film and 
Photographic Branch of the Alberta Government, 
has completed production of a film called Bridg- 
ing the Peace. The 25 minute documentary, in 
caliat and sound, provides step by step coverage 
of construction on this two-year, $5,000,000 
bridge project. 

Filming was carried out over a two year 
period, in all seasons, under the direction of the 
Photographic Branch. However, some of the 
more than 3,000 feet of original film was shot 
by construction personnel. 

The film was initially intended as an illustra- 
tive technical record for use by engineers and 
builders to show construction and scheduling 
techniques as well as the solutions of unusual 
problems in a major bridge project. Early in 
the production the Department of Highways 
saw its potential as an educational film for show- 
ing to other people as well. The film is therefore 
a training document as well as providing an 
excellent aid in careers recruitment. 


The film begins with views of the original 
railway bridge, built jointly by the railroad com- 
pany and the province in 1918. That bridge until 
the present provided a single lane, timber deck 
for road traffic. It moves on to the site selection 
and design concept of the new span, then focuses 
on the actual construction of the 1900 foot span. 


From the construction of approaches and 
causeways from which offshore piers were erected, 
the film records the dramatic engineering feat 
of installing huge steel cofferdams through the 
ice for the construction of midstream piers. Here 
the river bed is laid bare, making way for men 
and equipment to work in the dry, 50 feet below 
the surface of the water. 

The film highlights the ingenuity and innoya- 
tions which solved many problems connected 
with the hazardous task of bridging such a river 
under extremes of 90-degree summer heat and 
frigid 50° below-zero winter temperatures. @ 


Newest School Building Openec 
Bridge Erection At Vermilion A. & V. College 


HE NEW COLLEGE Building at the Agri- 

cultural and Vocational College in Vermilion 
was officially opened in June. Ceremonies in- 
cluded the formal handing over of the new 
building to the Agricultural and Vocational Col- 
leges Division of the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture by the Alberta Department of Public 
Works. 

The two-storey structure houses home econ- 
omics, commercial and other academic facilities. 
It features intersecting north-south, east-west 
wings providing a total of almost 36,500 square 
feet of space. 

Basic construction is of concrete block with 
two shades of facing materials. End walls and 


vertical panels are faced with rugtex bri: ang 
window panels with tapestry brick. The {asciy 
is finished with smooth faced brick. De: 
panels accenting the entrances are a comb 
of smooth and tapestry brick. 

Windows and entrance doors are « 
aluminum with glazed units. Metal door 
and solid core birch doors are used thr: 
the interior except for classroom and fii 
which are glazed. 

The building's hot water heating 
provides individual thermostatic temperat 
trol in each room. Ventilation is provided ‘rom a 
control supply with supply grilles at the outside

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Environmental Health 
Scholarship Established 
For U. of A. Post-Grads 


CONTINUING annual scholarship has been 

established under the Division of Environ- 
mental Health Services to encourage studies in 
Environmental Engineering. The new scholarship 
will be known as the Environmental Health 
Scholarship and will be available to post-graduate 
students at the University of Alberta. 

Scholarship payments of up to $4,400 on a 
fiscal year basis will be made by the Environ- 
mental Health Services Division and will include 
payment of the following items: 

An honorarium, payable at the rate of $100 
per month during the academic year and $600 
per month during the non-academic year; pay- 
ment of subsistence and travel costs incurred 
in carrying out field work associated with the 
study project at prevailing government rates; and 
costs of miscellaneous chemicals, glassware and 
small items of equipment required to assist in the 
carrying out of the study. Payments will be made 
in response to submitted monthly statements by 
the scholarship recipient. 

The course requires two years for a Masters 
degree in Engineering, with all summer work on 
thesis projects carried out under the direction of 


Incorporated Status 
Requirement Boosted 


NCORPORATION as a town, village or city 

will be dependent on a higher minimum popu 
lation than formerly. Changes made by the new 
Municipal Government Act became effective 
June 1, 1968. 

A population of over 1,000 is now required 
before an area can request incorporation as a 
town. That is an increase of 300 from the previ 
ous 700 stipulated. 

To qualify as a city, the population must be 
in excess of 10,000 from 6,000. Grande Prairie 
was the last city in 1958 to obtain status with a 
minimum population of 6,000. 

A larger number of occupied dwellings within 
an occupied area are now required before smaller 
urban units can request incorporation as villages. 
For example, villages which formerly require 
fifty occupied dwellings now need seventy-five. 

The major reason for raising urban wilt 
requirements was to ensure that areas had enougli 
taxable property to support their new status. ®

from 170 forestry personnel stationed at ranger 
stations and lookout towers. Each day, each 
station provides a climatological report in the 
morning and a fire-hazard report in the afternoon. 
In addition to being posted on the fire situation 
map in headquarters, this information is given 
to the federal weather office, to the provincial 
Water Resources Branch and is imprinted on 
punch cards for future reference. 


Fire-hazard reports are made up by lookouts 
and rangers, using a formula which is being 
developed and improved by the Section’s weather 
office. The fire danger table utilizes temperature, 





humidity and wind velocity to judge whether the 
hazard is low, medium, high or extreme. The 
office is also working on research of lightning 
forecasting. 

Another aspect of centralized fire control is 
the palletized warehouse which contains the 
equipment which would be needed for an “ex- 
treme” situation anywhere in the province. 
Shovels, axes, pumps; materials for sleeping and 
feeding fire-fighters, all can be supplied very 
quickly to any region. 

In addition to the Fire Control establishment, 
the new Forest Service Depot houses a variety 
of other services. The Construction Section main- 


tains workshops where ranger station building 
and other structures are prefabricated. There at 
also mechanical maintenance shops for the repal 
and upkeep of vehicles and equipment, ™ ‘ 
repair facilities, a sign shop, a Fish and wildli 
warehouse, and a double-sided tower.

Has Advanced Design Services 
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Services; Veterinary Laboratory Services and a 
Toxicology laboratory under the direction of the 
Provincial Analyst, all part of the Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


The new laboratory will have a number of 
unique research facilities, among them two large 
growth chambers in which researchers will be 
able to raise full-grown trees. 


The basic structure of the building is cast-in- 
place reinforced concrete enclosed by sand blasted 
precast concrete panels. The exterior panels are, 
in reality, five-foot wide service ducts, ten feet 
on centre, running vertically up the building and 
accommodating risers for the basic heating, venti- 
lating and air-conditioning system. They also 
house the many services necessary to the function 
of each laboratory unit which abuts the column, 
eliminating the costly process of making connec- 
tions through the concrete floor from the ceiling 
below. 


The Fish and Wildlife Divis- 
ton of the Department of 
Lands and Forests occupies 
the seventh floor of the O.S. 
Longman Building. Here is 
a typical laboratory in the 
Fish Research Section of the 


Division. 


Problems related to effects of 
fungi, bacteria, viruses, and 
non-parasitic agencies such 
as drought, winter kill, and 
soil problems are investi- 
gated in the Plant Pathology 
Section laboratory of the 
Crop Clinic Services Branch, 
Department of Agriculture. 





A common module for each laboratory was 
adopted which can be broken down to a small 
grid of 2’6” and increased to an economical bay 
size of 20 feet, and up to a square tower grid 
of 100 feet by 100 feet giving a good ratio of 
exterior wall to enclosed floor area. 


For safety and odor control the air-condi- 
tioning system utilizes outside air exclusively. 
Air and water pollution from various danger 
areas in the laboratory are avoided by the use 
of air furnaces, ultra violet irradiation and boiling 
of sewage. The incinerator stacks are carried to 
the top of the building so that what little smoke 
is left after the high temperature incineration is 
released at a height of over 150 feet. 


The building is designed for use by labora- 
tories. It therefore requires flexible and easy 
access to special services, such as distilled water, 
vacuum lines, and steam lines. This is achieved 
by carrying the mechanical services to each floor 
in the vertical pipe chases located in the outside 
walls. The many services required have resulted 
in a complex system involving 30 miles of pipes 
and ducts in the building. Connections to benches 
are made directly to these chases. Flexibility is 
achieved through low cost non-bearing interior 
wall construction and the use of metal inter- 
changeable bench units. e 
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Alberta Students Exchange Homes 
As Part of New Voyageur Program 


N JULY AND August, some 360 students 

and 30 adult escorts from Alberta will have 
the opportunity to take part in the Young Voy- 
ageur Program. The program is an inter-provincial 
youth exchange, operated through the coopera- 
tive efforts of the Alberta government, the federal 
government and other Canadian provinces. The 
Alberta Department of Youth is responsible for 
organization on the provincial level, and pro- 
vides orientation for escorts who accompany the 
youn ‘ople. 
; Fifteen units, each made up of 24 young 
people, (12 boys and 12 girls) from Alberta will 
be hosted for one week in another Canadian 
province, usually not a neighboring province. 
In exchange, the Alberta host communities will 
provide accommodation for student visitors from 
other provinces in their homes. The objective 
is to place a visitor in a home where there is 
another young person of the same age and sex, 
who is considered tHe host student. 

Students chosen are between 15 and 18 
years of age, in the second last year of secondary 
school, who have demonstrated by their leader- 
ship ability, personality, and community involve- 
ment that they are worthy representatives of 
their school and province. 


Alberta NewStart 
Training Centres 
Open For Service 


IVE NORTHERN facilities of Alberta New- 

Start Inc. were officially opened in mid- 
May. These include Mobile Family Training 
Centres at Fort Chipewyan, Janvier, Fort Mc- 
Murray, Lac La Biche and Kikino. Alberta 
NewStart Inc. is a non-profit company, formed 
in 1967 under the Societies Act of Alberta, and 
is financed by the Federal Government. 

The company is doing research into methods 
of training, re-training, and motivating unem- 
ployed and under-employed adults toward stable 
and rewarding employment. Central office is in 
Lae La Biche, and the project will confine its 
activities to the north-easterly area of the 
province. j 

Alberta NewStart Inc. has developed a basic 
education centre for young adults in Lac La 
Biche, and three mobile centres in Kikino, Janvier 
and Fort Chipewyan. It is expected that some 
graduates from these centres will receive ad- 
vanced vocational training at the Alberta Voca- 
tional Centre, Fort McMurray, which is operated 
by the Department of Education, 

Because the schools and the Alberta Voca- 
tional Centre are presently taxed to capacity, a 
mobile training centre has been established in 
Fort McMurray as well. 

NewStart’s mobile training centres consist 
of trailer complexes made up of up to 11 units 
providing as much as 6,600 square feet of space. 
These 12’ x 50’ trailers house kitchen, dining, 
classroom, workshop, mechanical and residential 
accommodation as well as day-care facilities for 
pre-schoolers. 

Alberta NewStart Inc. has set up educational 
and research programs in the area and Academic 
Upgrading, Basic Life Skills, and Homemaking 
are presently being taught. 





These programs are established in a total, 


population area of some 8,600 people. Of a total 
enrolment of 295, 215 are vie adults ee 
husbands and wives in adult courses and 80 are 
children enrolled in pre-schooler programs. @ 


One man and one woman will accompany 
each unit of students as escorts. They are usually 
secondary school teachers, or locally selected 
parents and youth leaders who have experience 
in youth activities, and who become responsible 
for the well-being of the young travellers. 

The Young Voyageur Program will show 
how other Canadians live by acquainting stu- 
dents with educational, cultural, and athletic 
programs of another province.
